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Scrap The Party 


Tuesday’s re-election of President 
Roosevelt, and the attainment by 
the Democratic party of control of 
both houses of Congress can be 
made a Republican victory if it 
will finally teach the Republican 
party that it has to change its atti- 
tude and its methods. 


Somehow the impression went 
around last winter that any Repub- 
lican could win the presidency in 
1944, That smug complacency prob- 
ably is now entirely expunged, but 
it might be well to remember this 
experience in late 1947, when some 
of the rabid yet reactionary Repub- 
licans again decide that anybody can 
beat Roosevelt. You’d think by now 
that the party would try to find 
somebody really outstanding to put 
up against Roosevelt, and then 
really go to work for him. 

The Republican campaign was 
sickening. Apparently the impres- 
sion had arisen that the way to get 
votes was to do nothing but criti- 
cise Roosevelt. There was a feeling 
that all the party had to do was to 
sit back and rail against “that man 
in the White House.’ Somehow, the 
party didn’t seem to realize that 
the people of America were very 
much interested in the future of 
America. From the Republican 
party they didn’t want negative 
criticism, they wanted a positive 
program for the betterment of this 
country and the betterment of the 
world. The party seemed to think 
that by keeping mum it could at- 
tract all groups. Fruits of that 
policy were reaped Tuesday, 

It’s time to do a real thorough job 
of scrapping the Republican party. 
It’s time that all the old reaction- 
aries are tossed out and new blood 
injected to make it a real live, up- 
to-date progressive and aggressive 
party. Roosevelt has been far 
trom perfect, but nobody is going 
to beat him by just telling the pub- 
lic that he has been far from per- 
fect. 

The winning candidate will be 
the one that offers something better 
than Roosevelt’s offerings of the 
past 12 and next 4 years. There 
are men from the Republican party 
who can turn this trick. We have 
a fellow here in Massachusetts, 
soon to take his place in the United 
States Senate. If he and the new 
Republicans were to join together 
to throw out the old element in the 
party, then and only then will we 
see an end to the Roosevelt regime. 
Don’t Just 
“Get Out The Vote” 

The results of the election locally 
weren't too good as far as county 
officers are concerned. Many Ando- 
ver voters did their part by casting 
aside party lines when the party 
failed to put up a good candidate, 
but there were still many who 
voted Republican straight through, 
regardless of the abilities or lack of 
them of the various candidates. 

Somehow, State, county, and local 
party organizations should be en- 
tirely revamped. Today, some of 
them do little more than collect 
annual dues. Others seem to feel 
that their only function is to see 
that voters get to the polls. 

But we’re going to need more than

we need some organization 
that will endeavor to give its party 
the very best possible candidate 
for every office on the ticket. Once 
that desideratum has been accom- 
plished, the organization should 
have a further job of convincing 
the voters that these candidates 
are the best for the positions. Then, 
they can spend the last day getting 
voters to the polls, confident that 
the voters have somebody good to 
vote for and know it. 

The campaign a few years ago 
was a great deal different than the 
1944 campaign. ‘To illustrate our 
point, the Republican town commit- 
tee at that time did no more than 
it did this year. It spent its time, 
mainly, in getting out the vote on 
election day, and it did a good job. 
But in 1940 a separate organization 
grew up and under Pen Hallowell 
did a real bang-up job of putting 
Willkie across. 1t’s enthusiasm such 
as this that the 1944 campaign 
lacked, and until the two parties 
realize the importance of getting 
a good candidate before the public, 
our government won't be anywhere 
near as good as Democracy should 
have. 


Get Them Out; 
We'll Do The Voting 


Some people gave a dollar, some 
people gave a thousand dollars, and 
who got a lot of it? Hollywoou 
stars. 

Do you suppose there’s any way 
of convincing the National commit- 
tees of our two parties that nobody 
in these United States gives a hoot 
who Humphrey Bogart, Judy Gar- 
fand, Gary Cooper, and Lana Tur- 
ner are going to vote for? On Mon- 
day night before President Roose- 
velt’s tinal chat to the nation, the 
Democratic National Committee put 
on a program that was, in effect, an 
insult to the intelligence of the 
voters of the United States. It was 
cheap as dirt; it WAS dirt. 

In 1948, let’s hope that the Na- 
tional committees realize that the 
average American voter has a brain 
of his own, and doesn’t have to 
rely on the intellectual attainments 
of Shirley Temple, Edward G. Rob- 
inson, or Mickey Mouse.

Warning From P. O. 
“Mail Rush Expected” 


Only two weeks remain for buy- 
ing and mailing Christmas gifts to 
all Mid-Western and Southern 
States for assured Christmas deliv- 
ery, according to Acting Postmaster 
Stephen A. Boland. The final date 
is November 25th for both military 
forces stationed in this area as well 
as civilians. Christmas cards for 
these states must be mailed no later 
than December Ist. Gifts and. par- 
cels for delivery in the Pacific Coast 
States must be mailed at least four 
days earlier than the above dates. 


Snow, which began falling in 
some of the Atlantic Seaboard 
states as early as last Saturday 


brought new troubles to an already 
over-taxed postal service. Post of- 
fice men don’t dream of a “White 
Christmas.” Said Acting Postmast- 
er Stephen A. Boland “a ‘White 
Christmas’ means trains either 
snow-bound or running hours late, 
it means planes grounded which 
throws an extra load on the rails, 
it means trucks breaking down or 
buried in drifts, it means a big de- 
lay in delviery, it means chocked 
collection boxes. These are the 
things we avoided last year and 
which we dread this coming Christ- 
mas. We are already drastically 
short of trains, trucks. and other 
equipment. Those who follow peace- 
time years and mail at the last 
minute will find that delivery in 
most instances will not be realized 
before Christmas. 

“Murthermore, a great many par- 
cels addressed to servicemen sta- 
tioned in the United States will 
have to be re-forwarded.
